The mad rush tor Slsseton and Woh- 
peton land* is over, and while this 
morning at 10 o'clock not a white man 
outside of agency officials could be found 
on the great "Flatlron" reservation, to- 
night there are 0,000 people scattered 
over it from Lake Kanpeska on the 
south to Hankincon on the north. 
From the firing of the guns by 
members 
of 
the Eighth 
cavalry 


and Third Infantry at noon to long 
after 
nightfall, 
the rush for land 


was as magnificent a struggle for su- 
premacy as was ever witnessed. There 
was a groat dual of Ill-fueling In places, 
and in several instances boomers came 
to blows but up to 9 p. m. not a death 
from violence had occurred. The early 
report of tho killing of a squatter 
north of Watertown proves to bo false. 
The entry was pretty evenly distributed 
through the northern and eastern bor- 
ders. The squatter Is monarch of all 
ho surveys. Tho flier in literally out of 
tho running. The man on the ground 
li the owner and tho squtter is on the 
ground. 


The race as scon from the Minnesota 


border was a splendid one. Simulta- 
neously with the oraek of the first car- 
bine 100 homes dashed forward across 
tho line urged to a desperate speed by 
their shouting and spurring riders. 
The imich-talkod-uf rnco for the new 
Slsnctoii city situ hud begun. Strug- 
gling along In the rear came loaded 
wagons. To cnch vehicle was attached 
a team of from two to six horses. Evory 
driver pllcil the )ash mercilessly,

scramble was u lithe-built follow from 
Kanxus City, "Kansas Jack" everybody 
called him. In the first 100 yards of 
the rush his pony sunk one foot in n 
burrow, anil the gentleman from Kan- 
sas lumied in a bunch of bulTalo grass 
twenty-five feet away. Rider and steed 
were afoot almost simultaneously, and 
In less than twenty-three seconds they 
were off again. 


A wagon laden with supplies stuck 


up to the hubs in the bottom and tho 
driver howled wildly at his struggling 
horses. Thoy made five or six convul- 
sive efforts to clear the slough without 
avail. In an instant moro the traces 
were cut, the two occupants of tho 
wagon were mounted on tho horses and 
away they went leaving tho supply 
wagon in the mire. 


Off to the southwest on the road 


towards Long Hollow a similar scene 
was being enacted. A large number of 
people had gone that way. 


Ida liurnett, u graduate of the Uni- 


vcrity of Minnesota, a strikingly hand- 
Home girl, is probably by this time tho 
possessor of thechoicust quarter section 
about the town site to tho northwest. 
Miss Burnett has just n suspicion of In- 
dian blood In her vains, and is a de- 
scendont of the Sioux race. She has 
been allotted land on the reserve. Be- 
hind tho fastest team obtainable she 
was drawn to the town site from the 
agency. Tho start was made at gun- 
tire, and the girl was first on the field. 
She staked out her claim and straight- 
way went to work on the erection of a 
Hhunty assisted by her driver. 


Gov. Mallotte and SCO deputy sheriffs 


arc on the reserve. Tho latter heavily 
armc<l and instructed to maintain or- 
der, 
peacefully If possible, forcible if 


necessary. They checked soveral rows 
before serious results ensued. Wells 
are beintf dug on all the claims so far 
taken up. AH the squattersapparently 
intend to live on their land, and In a 
couple of weeks breaking plows will be 
at work everywhere. 


Lively BOBQM at Guthrl*. 


OuTiiniK, O. T., April 10.—The scenes 


yesterday woro about the same as have 
been enacted in many other days since 
the opening of the Indians' land was 
Insured. Ail day long tho crowds have 
camo and gone by railway, in wagons, 
In cars, on horseback, and one old col- 
ored man arrived astride a decrcpid- 
looking old cow. While many of tho 
scores of negroes who arrive are poor 
they arc not destitute by any means. 


Tho white settlers, too, are unusually 


well flxed;'whlle thcro arc a large num- 
ber of professional boomers who have 
nothing and never will have. A largo 
percentage of the settlers bring good- 
sized sums of money with them. 


During the past week over (100,000 


have been deposited in tho banks at 
El Renoand Kingfisher by these people. 
Many of those who did not deposit their 
money have had it stolen from them or 
have loet much of It in gambling. 


Tho gamblers have reaped a harvest 


for three or four days. 
One professional 


gambler from this city, who has been 
operating at El Reno for a week, 
cleared over 15,000. Kansas City and 
Wichita have emptied all of 
their 


crooks into towns on tho border of the 
reservation and the 1 wal officers are 
unable to cope with such a gang with 
any degree of success. 


The Cheyenne Indians have stopped 


their ghoflfcdance and come in from their 
reservation in great numbers to see tho 
crowds. It did not take them long to 
imbibe tho commcrciol spirit of the oc- 
casion and thuy arc selling every horse 
they possess for a good round price and 
going home on foot.

ne, and tho next day closed his place 


,d left for parts unknown, Clayton 
aving in tho ineatime been removed to 
ie city hospital. 
The coroner said last night that Clay- 


on was not murdered, but several 
ersons at the Crawford house gave the 
etails of the affair, and the flight of 
urton makes it evident that Clayton 
led from violence. The coroner is said 
o bo trying to suppress the facts In the 
ope of capturing the murderer.

The Indictment Arolnet Ravaohol. 
PABIS, April 10.—The indictment of 
-ie public prosecutor against Ravachol 
ml his accomplices in the dynamite 
ntrages was presented yesterday. It 
ets forth that there was an anarchist 
onspiracy ii(,'uinst public authority 
nd orlur, and the lives and property of 
oth officials and private citizens, and 
iat it had iUs origin in April, 1891, 
vhcn an anarchist named DeCamp was 
onvictcd of wounding a policeman. 
\fter the conviction of deCamp, his 
riend and fellow-anarchist, Chaumar- 
in, urged others of the same strip to 
.ake revenge on the courts and police, 
lavachol was the leading spirit in the 
lans then laid for vengeance and led 
n carrying them out. 
The first victims selected were Judgo 
lenolt, who presided at the trial that 
csultcd in DeCamp's conviction, and 
I. liouloit, who prosecuted him. 
Tho indictment details the story of 
he stealing of tho dynamite and the 
making of the bombs by Ravachol The 
onspirators also planned to blow up 
he police station at Crichy on March 7. 
Ravachol, the indictment states, was 
he one who effected tho explosion at 
he residence of Prosecutor Broiler in 
he Uue Crichy. 


The Cattle War by No Means Ended. 
CIIKYKNKR, Wyo., April 10.—Reports 
rom the scene of the cattle war indi- 
ate that the troxible has by no means 
leon ended by the arrival of United 
States troops. The feeling stirred up 
>y the killing of Champion aud Ray is 
extremely bitter, and as soon as the 
soldiers are taken away hostilities will 
ikely be resumed. Tho worst of the 
situation, is that guerilla warfare is 
ikely to be the result and men picked 
off singly by concealed marksmen as

if paper submitted. Should the exact 
quality of the present paper be impos- 
dblB of reproduction, it may neces- 
litate the adoption of a new distinctive 
paper which would cause great deluy 
and expense. 


The Foetmaeter General'! Anewer. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—The post- 


master general sent to tho house yes- 
,erday a reply to the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, re- 
[nesting him to inform the house un- 
ler what authority the expense of the 
tostmaster's convention, held in Wash- 
ngton last March, was held, and how 
;heir expenses were paid. The conven- 
lion, he said, was held for the purpose 
of increasing the efficiency of the scrv- 
ce, and lasted three days, and its ex- 
pense was paid out of the appropriation 
'or the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral for miscellaneous expenses.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The depart-

The steamer Mystery, which was 
ngaged to take off the skins secured 
by the vessels now at sea, has returned, 
and the total catch to date received at 
Victoria is reported to be 4,500. This is

BULGARIA'S PLAIT. 


The Sultan Has Ceased to Protect 


Her Interests. 


THE POWERS ASKED TO INTERVENE. 


If Bulgaria Proclaims Her Independ- 


ence, Austria Will Support Her 


and a General European 


War Will Ensue. 


VIENNA, April 16.—The gravest ap- 


prehensions have been aroused here by 
the announcement that Bulgaria has 
Bent a note to the powers complaining 
that the sultan has ceased to protect 
Bulgaria's interests and that the Turk- 
ish government protects Russia's prote- 
gies who have entered upon a cam- 
paign of assassination against Bul- 
garia's public men, from Prince Ferdi- 
nand down. The note demands that 
Turkey be compeled to expel the assas- 
sins whom Russia supports on her soil. 
The note is supposed to be the precursor 
of a proclamation of Bulgaria's inde- 
pendence from Turkey, and such a pro- 
clamation would inevitably result in 
an European war. 


The note is considered the result of 


protestation by Turkey and Russia of 
the murder of Dr. Vulkovitch, of the 
revelation of a plot to murder Prince 
Ferdinand and Stambuloff, made by 
Costa Ivanhoff, brother-in-law of th6| 
Servian minister, President Pasica, and 
of the discovery of a remarkable band 
of conspirators, living on Russian soil 
and supported by Russian money. 


The intriguing with the czar on be- 


half of these conspirators is carried on 
by Gen. Ig-natieff aud other high mili- 
tary men who are anxious to annex 
Bulgaria and fight out the unavoidable 
war with Germany and Austria at once. 
The conspirators have been encouraged 
by the czar, and the millions paid by 
Bulgaria to Russia in connection with 
the Russian occupation have been ap- 
plied to the support of the conapiracy 
against the Bulgarian government. 


The head of the conspiracy in the 


Bulgarian committee of instruction is 
in St. Petersburg. This committee con- 
sists of five Bulgarian refugees and one 
Russian, Theoharaff. There is a com- 
mittee of execution in St. Petersburg 
and issuing from it orders to ten minor 
organizations in Galatz, Nlsch, Giur- 
gewo, Turn-Sevcrin, Kalafat, Radu- 
juvenatz, Belgrade, Nisch, Adrianople 
and Constantinople. To the committee 
of instruction is due the planning and 
to the Odessa committee the killing of 
Beltcheff and Vulkovitch; the repeated 
attempts on Stambuloff; the Panitza 
plot and the conspiracy just discovered 
against the life of Prince Ferdinand. 


"What must be the result of these 


discoveries'?" asks the Maeekvastnik, a 
government organ. It is high time to 
call on all Europe to wait no longer, 
lest it wait too long-. We demand of 
Turkey that she rouse herself from her 
lethargy and enforce our rights under 
the Berlin treaty. 


Austrian newspapers and statesmen 


have tried to suppress the present note 
and to calm Bulgaria until after Prince 
Ferdinand's consultation 
with Em- 


peror Franz Josef, now but a few 
days distant, but the excitement due to 
the revelations in question rendered 
their efforts fruitless. 


In case Bulgaria persists in proclaim- 


ing her independence, Austria, it is said, 
here, will support her, and thus fall in 
direct conflict with Russia, and Ger- 
many will be obliged to back Austria to 
prevent the annihilation of her ally. 
France would aid Russia, but the atti- 
,ude of Italy is doubtful. 
The Russian spies in Bulgaria have 


cept Russia informed of the approach 
of the crisis, and the massing of Rus- 
sian troops on the border is supposed 
now to have been in anticipation of it. 


DCra. Harriaon Slightly Better. 


WASHINGTON, April 16. —Dr. Gardner, 


the attending physician of Mrs. Harri- 
son, said yesterday afternoon that her 
condition was slightly improved. In 
speaking of her ease he iiaidthat she had 
had a serious attack of bronchitis; she 
was very weak and it would be several 
days yet before she would be able to 
leave her bod.

The Last Taft Lecture. 


The second ot Prot Lorado Tart's 


lecture was delivered laat evening before 
a disoonraginglv small audience. |The 
members ot the Woman's Club were con- 
spicuously not then; nevertheless the 
evening was made moat pleasant to the 
favored tew present by a charming talk 
on "American and French Sculptors." 
The Professor stated that in considers- 
ing modern sculptor* he selected the 
French 
and 
American, because the 


sculptors ot other nations were deserving 
ot no attention. After the time ot Mich- 
ael Angelo the art fell into decadence in 
Italy. Italian sculptors made vain at- 
tempts to copy the inspiration* of. this 
gnat master 
and, tailing, tell into 


lifekaeness. Canova'a prettmera ot style 
commanded some attention, aa well as 
the efforts ot Thorwaldeden, who lived 
and worked in Italy; but they both lacked 
grandeur ot conception. The Italians ot 
to-day are good mechanics, possessing all 
the patience ot the Chinese in working 
ont details; but they are not artists. 
The Greeks were the gnat masters ot 
the art o" sculpture, as is evident trom a 
glance at a few ot their magnificent 
efforts. They have never been equalled. 
To-day 
the 
French 
are 
foremost 


in 
the art. The 
works 
of such 


men as Bude, Oarpeane, Fan! Dnbov, 
Meroie, Delsplanohe and Ohapu attest 
their pro-eminence. Coming to America, 
we have no great things to boast ot as 
yet; but ours is a very young country, 
and we are making a promising begin- 
ning. Looking for sculpture, we first go 
to Washington City. The two groups of 
monstrosities on the portico ot the Capi- 
tol are rather discouraging, but they 
were approved and purchased by states- 
men and not by artists. Greenough'a 
statue of Washington has been much 
ridiculed; but, after all, he only followed 
artistic tradition in clothing the Father 
of his Country in the scant costume of a 
Greek god. Clark Mills' statue of An- 
drew Jackson, the admiration of the 
small boy ot the capital, is a monument 
to the brass of its maker, but totally 
devoid of merit, The statue ot General 
Thomas is excellent, as are some others; 
but our capital city has few sculptural 
anooeeies to exhibit. There are a num- 
ber ot promising sculptors now among 
us, such as St. Guudens, J. Q. A. Ward 
and others, and America will as certainly 
exoel in sculpture as it does in whatever 
else it undertakes in real earnest. 


The lecture was illustrated by a great 


many stereoptioon views ot ancient and 
modern statuary, and was made exceed- 
ingly interesting and instructive by the 
graphic style, interjected with ealUeoot 
humor, in which the subject was treated.

"The Henrietta" deserves the success 


it has enjoyed throughout the country, 
because it is one of the brightest com- 
edies that has been seen in many years.

NEW TRIAL DENIED IN THE 


MT. ZION ELECTION 


FRAUD CASE. 


Judge Vail Fixes tbe Punishment 


at «55O Fine, and Jail Im- 


prisonment 110 Days. 


The Mt. Zion election fraud case was 


up for tin al consideration in the circuit 
oonrt to-day, so far as Judge Vail is con- 
cerned. The jury had heard the evidence 
against W. B. Hunter and bad agreed 
unanimously on the first ballot as to bis 
guilt, and tbey bad found him guilty on 
15 of the 18 counts charged in the indiat- 
ment. At the time the verdict was read, 
the counsel for the defense entered a 
motion for a new trial and arrest of judg- 
ment. This forenoon in the circuit oonrt 
in tbe presence of the defendant and a 
large number of spectators Judge Vail 
beard tbe arguments on tbe motion. 


Mr. Buckingham, one of the attorneys 


for the defense, argued thst a new trial 
must be i. ranted. He etatad that tbe 
jury, contrary tc the instruction ot the 
court, found Heater guilty on the counts 
relating to E. Hogan and Bruce Morrow, 
in which oonnts tbe names were not 
written correctly; also in the csssof Ed- 
mood Turpin, where there waa evidence 
to show that thu mark might have been 
madebefore be voted the ballot. The jury 
found defendant guilty i>a this count. 
Those reasons ought to give defendant a 
new trial. Mr. Buckingham then argued 
that in law the murks fun-il on two of 
these tickets did not amount to changing 
ot the ballot, and the judge should have 
counted tlioee builota for Davidson as 
soon us they were seen, because these 
marks showed they were never made 
with tbe view of erasing Davidson's 
name. 


Attorney W. C. Johns stated that the 


defense had an nffidavit of Dnnn, and 
also that of one Gessaman to show that 
juror F. Benton had expressed an opin- 
ion before be qualified UB a juror. 


Qeesaman's affidavit states that he 


heard Benton eay: "I hear that Hunter 
is trying to stava off the case; it tlmt ia 
true there must be something in it." 
Dnnn made affidavit to a similar state- 
ment, adding that Benton said he did 
not see why Hnnter was not guilty. 
Gessaman, however, when he was exam- 
ined as to his qualification as a juror, said 
he bad never heard Banton express an 
opinion, and that Benton and be bad not 
expressed an opinion as to the merits of 
the case, 


Attorney I, it Mills ia bis reply used 


the above fact, and also that Benton was 
tally examined by the defense on the 
point of his conversation with Dunn; 
that Benton admitted that be bad had a 
conversation with Dunn; that knowing 
these things at the time, Benton was 
examined as a jaror cannot now be urged 
by defense as a reason for a new trial. 


Mr. Mills read an affidavit by Gessa- 


man, dated April 15, in which he declares 
that tbe statements,(IB they appear in the 
affidavit he made April 7, is not correct 
in some particulars en to what Benton 
said in the conversation referred to. 
What he said was; "I heard thie morn- 
ing (or yesterday, and affiant is not cer- 
tain which,) that Hnnter is trying to 
stave this case off and wear it ont, and it 
is my opinion, if he is trying to do this, 
there must be something in it; did not 
hear Beaton at any time say, 'I don't see 
why that man (referring to Hnnter) won't 
be convicted,' as is stated in Dunn's affi- 
davit." Benton also made affidavit, stat- 
ing that he had not said the things 
sworn to by Dunn. 


Attorney Mills nolle.l us to counts 2 


11,13 and 1C, referred to by counsel for 
defense. 


The judge held that the ttute'u attor- 


ney had a right to nolle these oonnts 
and overruled the motion tor a new trial, 
and sentenced tbe defendant, W, B. 
Hunter, to pay a fine ot $50 on each 
count and ten days' imprisonment in the 
ociunty jail on each count, the imprison 
uient for each successive cnnnt to begin 
at the end of tbe imprisonment for the 
preceding one, making a total of 110 days 
in jail and 8530 fine, and ooet of trial. 


Attorneys for the defense asked for a 


postponement of judgment until they 
could prepare and get a enpersedeas, in 
order that the case could be carried to 
the appellate court. The court consent- 
ed in behalf ot the defendant not to enter 
up the judgment until tbe defendants 
shall have had reasonable time to get up 
the records for a snpersedeas, bub tbe 
oonrt added that tbe judgment will not 
be changed and when it is entered the 
defendant will have to promptly go to 
jail. 


Troutman vs. Gray. 


Jnd^o Vail rendered bis decision this 


morning on the motion to dissolve tbe 
injunction restraining E. S. Gray, who 
bought a farm in Coles county of M. 
Troutman, from taking possession of the 
same. After the sale of the land to Gray 
it was suspected by the friends ot Mr. 
Troutman that at tbe time he made tbe 
sale to Gray be{was of unsound mind and 
sold the land too cheap. 
Subsequently 


Trantmsn and his wife caused an in- 
junction to issue as stated above. 
The 


defendant asked the court to dissolve the 
injunotioo, alleging that he was sus- 
taining great loss in not being permitted 
to enter upon and take care of bis prem- 
ises. While tbe Judge refused to take 
the matter of Trontman's sanity at the 
time of the sale, which was covered by 
affidavits, into consideration, be refused to 
dissolve the injunction and entered an 
order requiring the plaintiff to increase 
bis bond to $1500.

Bare Gifts to the Astromloal 


World This Mouth. 


The study of tbe heavens this month 


will richly reward the amateur or pro- 
fessional astronomer, as the heavenly 
beauties to be placed before him are, in- 
deed, lovely to behold. April's richest 
gift was the foil moon of tbe 12th, as 
that holds tbe most important place on 
the Innar records of the year. It is the 
first fall moon after the vernal equinox, 
and it determines, according to ecclesi- 
astical usage, that Easter shall fall on 
the following Sunday. As this festival 
is the most ancient and important of all 
the movable feasts of the Christian 
church, it determines all the other mova- 
ble feasts and fasts. The full moon of 
tbe 12th is, therefore, tbe pivot on wbioh 
Easter turns, and is indirectly the regu- 
lator of tbe movable feasts and fasts of 
1892. Thus one eatelite, it it be a dead 
world, has no insignificant mission to 
perform in terrestrial affairs. Events 
innumerable are regulated by the fall ol 
the great festival, and a difference ol 
thirty-three days, the extreme points ol 
its occurrence, may exert a mighty influ- 
ence on human affairs.
